School Prayers
Should Be Legal,

Bruinsma Says

Ted Bruinsma, candidate for
Congress from the 17th Dis-
trict, said yesterday that if
elected he will introduce a
bill in Congress to obtain a
Constitutional Amendment
legalizing school prayer in
America.

Bruinsma, speaking to a lo-
eal taxpayers' association, said
the founding fathers consider-
ed the US. Constitution “a
divinely inspired document”
and that he “did not believe
they intended to rule prayer
out of the schoolroom.”

The GOP candidate pointed
out that New York State au-
thorities have interpreted the
Supreme Court decision to
mean that “In God is our
trust,” which occurs in the
third stanza of “The Star
Spangled Banner,” is unconsti-

HE SAID the court’s decision
was a social rather than legal
edict, and that Congress should
present the people with a
Constitutional Amendment that

Bruinsma asked,
“that our highest tribunal has
ruled against the recitation of
a simple, nondenominational
prayer.” He said that “in this
age of materialism” we should
“not further promote spiritual
starvation among the young
who are searching for guid-

nce."

WITH WHIZZER White and
Arthur Goldberg, two liberally
inclined New Frontiersmen,
added to the Supreme Court, it
is expected that more of these

“As a candidate for Con.
gress,” Bruinsma declared, “1
believe that we in America
should have the right to have
our children say a prayer in
school. 1 do not believe our
founding fathers, whose Con-
stitution they considered di-
vinely inspired, meant that
prayer should be ruled out of
the schoolrooms of America,

“If 1 am elected to Congress,
I intend to introduce a bill
which will elarify for the bene-
fit of the Supreme Court and
the nation's parents the intent
of the Constitution, I am hope-
ful that Congress will pass a
suggested Constitutional
Amendment to legalize prayers
in our schools and that the
states will quickly ratify it so
that this travesty on our God-
fearing background can be
erased.”
